Our opiriloD respecting tl>o removal 
of Governor Leteli.ier of Quebec hns 
beeu voritied by tlio arrival of yester- 
day's uiail. On tho -Ith iuat. Sir John 
Macdon'ald rose and said: "^Ir. 

• " Speaker, bcforn tho orders of tho day 
ave-caUed, I have to state that I M uit 
ed on His Excollericy llie Governor- 
General and informed Iiiin that after 
the resolution of tho Senate of the last 
session of Parliament and tho rcsolu- 
tiou of the House of Commons during 

. tho present session it was the opinion 
of His Excellency's advisers that the 
usefulness of M. Lkteixiek, Lieut- 
Governor of Quebec, was gone, und 
advised that in the public interest it 
was expedient ho should be removed 
from his office. His Excellency thcre- 
Jip<>o 'waCpl?a8# to "tate that as the 
federal sj'stom introduced by th-^ Brit- 
ish Xorth America Act, 1SG7, was un- 
til thou unknown in Great Britain or 
her colonics, there were no precedents 
to guido him to a decision in tho pres- 
ent easy, and as it would settle the 
future relations between the Pominion 
and Provincial Governments so far as 
the oflice of Lieut. -Governor was con- 
cerned, he deemed it expedient to sub- 
mit the advico ofVered him and the 
wholo case and attendant circunistancos 
to Her Majesty's Government for their 
'COQaiderafcion and. instructions." Mr. 
OuiMET, a Government supporter from 
Quebec, thereupon attackecl the Gov- 
ernor-General and the Government, and 
was replied to by tiie Premier, who 
said, "with respect to thn remarks of 
hon. member for Lavnl (Mr. Oui.met) 
that the constitution of this country 
has been infringed by tho illustrious 
individual at tiie iicad of the Govern- 
ment in taking the course he has done, 
I must say that I cannot agree with 

- the hon. gentleman. I cannot agree 
with him that^thero liaa^ been any in- 

• fringementoE^ ItUo conatitntiou. We 
are a portibn'of Tthd British Empire. 
The Queen of England is the Queeoi of 
.Canada. The Queen of England reigns 
hero as she reigns in London. It is 
true she cannot bo here present, and 
therefore she sends her representative 
with powers naoi'e or less limited, 

,. according to "the iriatructions giv- 
en him, to represent her in tiiis 
country. But 'she ■ is tho Sover- 
eiga We aro governed by Queen, 
Senate and House of Commons. The 
illustrious represcuiativo liere acting 
as an Imperial officer in an important 
matter — in a matter whicii ho thinks is 
important, and as be says is without 
precedent— desires to obtain special 
instructions from his Sovereign and our. 
Sovereign. There is nothing unconsti- 
tutional in that. I would havo beeu 
pleased, I would havo been gi-atified, 
and I think it would have been well 
that our adyjco had been at once ac- 
cepted. I think so. We thought, we 
"unfUiimoualy thought, it would be for 
iho interests of the country that M. 
Letellier should bo removed. That 
advice has not been refused. That ad- 
v4ce has not beeu rejected by the re- 

M'presotitative of the Queen, the repro- 
fe'enfative of tho fii-st estate in this land. 

- He said he would like to submit the 
matter to his Sovereign, to our Sover- 

• cign, and ascertain wliat the action of 
tho Sovereign would be. We are just 
as safe in the hands of the Queen as in 
the hands of the Queen's representa- 
tive; just as sate in tho hands of the 
Sovereign as in those of the representa- 
tive of the Sovereign. And we have 
been well assured that all tlie principles 
of responsible government — Jiot tlio 
principles of roHponsible government, 
for that does not come into question 
here, but that tho principles and prac- 
tice of self government, which ha.s been 
granted by her Majesty years and years 
ago, will not be infringed upon by her 
Majesty's rci)!'esQntative. I have no 

■ doubt that hi;r Alajesty'a advisers in 
England, wIjo are fully convorsanl with 
all our rights and privileges, will see 
that any advice they give to her Ma- 
jesty, upon which she will act beyond 
a doubt, will bo in consonance wiih 
our privileges and constitutional right, 
with our cliarter, the Confederation 
Act, witli our position as a self-go .■crn- 
ing people under her paramount au- 
thority." On the 5th iust., Mr. Mous- 
aEAU, a Government supporter from 
Quebec, gave notice that on Monday 
■ioxt he would move "that it be resolv- 
ed that this House iw of tho opinion 
that the fact of ssubmitting the advice 
of the Privy Council of Canada to the 
review of her Majesty's adviiiors in 
England upon questions which are 
purely of an .^miniatratiy:e character 
unaer tho Briiiah NortK America Act 
of 1867, is subversive of rt)ie . principles 
of responsible government granted to 
Canada." 

The 3fail say^i: "Of course there 
are rumors of discontent with the re- 
'snhrof the agitation, and stnssational 
Btoriea of threats of rebellion amongst

"But is needless to say that those ru- 
mors aro without foundation. Wliat- 
ever disappointments may bo felt 
among tho Quebec members at the re- 
taining of the ease for Imperial con.sid- 
eration, these ■.ihombers feel that the 
Soveriuncnt^'m-adyi^ing th^ distnisssil 
j&ti!?)i'e\Tjiotifci-Go'.%rndr, h&ve doho- all 
that their' constitutional position re- 
quired or enabled tlicm to do, and the 
most vehement of the Quebec mcrabors 
do not hesitato to place faith in the 
justice of the Imperial, authorities."

isb colleges the right of re^stration <a\ 
tlie ])rodaction of h diplonui it denies a 
similar right to tho liolilors of diplomas 
from foreign, universities. The latter 
will be compelled to submit their quali- 
fications te a Medical Council ■who may 
approve or reject tlieni, Tii this par- 
ticular the Bill very closely rosomblea 
class legislation and is therefore objec- 
tionable. But it also- provides that no 
unregistered person .shall act iu the 
capacity of a medical man and accept 
romunerution for his services. This is 
a pro^■ision which -will bo found to op- 
erate very- harshly in the outlying dis 
tricts wliero the sorvLces of a person 
having some knowlodgo of medicine or 
surgery't but who is not fully qualified, 
aro held to bo valuatlo and are fre- 
quently availed of when no doctor can 
be called in. It should be borno in 
mind that many settlers cannot afford 
to send a- number of uiiles for tho sor- 
vices of a medical man and iu certain 
instances aro contoat to rely on the 
knowledge of unqunHticc! but experi- 
enced persons. It is only right, there- 
fore, that those poi'soiis slioukl bo entitled 
to remuneration at the hands of their 
omployora. Tho )iro\-ision of the Bill 
empowering tho Uov-ci-iimont to ap- 
point metubers of tho Medical Council 
was objectionable to tho Attorney Gen- 
eral, who did not desit-cloassuuiothc re- 
sponsibility of an invi<lious duty which, 
linsaid, mightgive rise to ''hatred, malico 
and all iincharitabloness" amongst the 
faculty. Por this and other reasons 
Dr. Asn asked the House to postpone 
considorntion. of the lueasure in order 
that it micrht bo amouded.

Ho said that under tlio proviBions 
of the me.iaure medical wen who desired 
to practice in tho I rovinco '.To^'ld be re- 
rjuired to register their qualifications. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem \va.s in favor of the 
principle of tho bill, but he did not think 
its provisions should bo permittjd to af- 
fect tho standing of medical ger.tleraen al- 
ready.establishod in tho Province. 

Mr. "Williams was of & different opin- 
ion. He thought that if there are any 
quack doctors practicing in the Province 
Uiey should be exposed and forbidden to 
practice. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys would support 
the. bill if it was intended to secure the 
community against quack doctors. 

Mr. Wilson wished to know if the mem- 
bers of the Medical Council would be ap- 
pointed for life or only a limited time. 

Mr. Mara said that in remedying one 
evil caro should bo taken that another 
.was not created. Undor clauso 19 it 
would ^3 impossible for any parson not 
regidtcrrd to practice "for hire, gain or 
hope of reward." This would oper^to 
very harshly on tho JIainland, where tho 
services of qualified mudic.al mon ofttMi 
cpuld not be obtained. If tho member 
for Victoria (Mr. Wjlson) was in earnest 
about the lists, of deaths to be made ho 
felt sure such a provision woulfl do more 
harm than good, because medical men 
would then refuse to attend patients 
whofio recovery was very doubtful. 

Mr. Smithe approved of the object of 
tho bill but thought' no distinction should 
bo made as to nationality in tho matter 
of registration. Graduates of foreign 
CoUcgos might bo quito as thoroughly 
c^uali&ed as graduates of British institu- 
tions and should bo placed on tho sanio 
footing. Ho agreed with tho hon. mem- 
ber for Yalo (Mr. Mara) that clauso 10 
would in the districts of tho interior oper- 
ate very harshly as settlers were frequsnt- 
ly compelled to employ persona who were 
not really qualified in practise medicine 
or surgery. 

The bill was road a second liuio and 
committed, Mr. Harris in tho chair. 

Clauses 4 arid 5, providing for the ap- 
pointmeht of a Mepical Council by the 
Govornment. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcni said the Govern- 
ment would much rather bo relieved of 
this :|:esponBibility.

.SUMA.S DYKING BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said that under tho 
Bill of 1878 it was provided that tho costs 
of pLins, supervision, etc., in connection 
with tho Sumxs dyking scheme should be 
paid by Mr. Derby. A dispute had arisen 
as to what expenses the provision covered 
and ho would inform tho House that Mr. 
Derby had refused, when it suited him, 
to disregard tho reasonable orders of tha 
Government oiigineer-in-charge. Tho 
agreement by which Mr. Derby was bound 
had not been carried out by him in a sa- 
tisfactory nianner and the present bill 
had been introduced to remove tho doubts 
which had given rise to the difficulty. 
Tho hon. gentleman preferred this courao 
to litigation. 

Mr. Smithe did not think tho House 
had the power to curtail privileges granted 
by a private bill. It was doubtless the 
duty of the Government to guard the in- 
terests of the settlers, but ho did not 
think they were justified in interfering 
with private rights. Tho settlors could 
secure the introduction of a private bill 
which would meet their .requirements and 
at tlie same time afford the promoter of 
tho dyking scheme im opportunity of be- 
ing Iteard before tho Private Eifls Oom- 
inittee. 

Mr. McGillivray said the bill did not 
intorforo with or take awaj- any privileges 
but was merely an interpretation of tho 
provisions of the Dyking Act. 

Mr. E. Brown supported tho bill and 
said that it was high time tho Govern- 
ment had the necessary power given theiu 
to compel Mr. Derby to carry out tho 
work according to plana and .spocificatiuns 
and if he refused to do so to taki3 the work 
from him and givo it to .somebody o)no. 

Mr. Speaker .said tho bill was moruly an 
interpretation bill and was in order. 

The bill was road a second time and 
committed, Mr. Abrams in tho chair. 

Mr. McGillivray submitted an amend- 
ment to tho cfTect that in tho event of the 
agroeinent wi^h Mr. Derby being can- 
colled, the whole C'f tho works .shall be- 
come tho property of tho Grown. 

The amendment was adopted and tho 
bill wos reported. 

The House then adjourned till 2 p.m. 
on Tuesday. ■

The Coroner's .inquest on tho bodies of 
the unfortunate victims of the recent ox- 
plosion at Wellington Colliery was com- 
menced on Friday last before Judge 
Spalding, when the following jurors were 
sworn :--John Williams (foreman), Jas. 
Doolan, M. Harris, A, Lund and Tliomas 
Rickard. The bodies werrf >'<ovri?<?,, bat 
no evidenca was taken. Mr. B. Duns- 
muir stated that he wished a most search- 
ing invastigation, and Mr. Harrold on 
behalf of tho minors expre.ssed a similar 
desire. Tho Inspector of JMino.s- suggest- 
ed that tracings ba m.rdo of that portion 
of the mine in which the explosion took 
rilacn Rud tho inquest wm- postponed until 
to-morrow. Tho Nanaimo Free Preai 
says "that from some cause not yet fully 
ascertained, but in all probability from 
the effects of a shot, tho coal in Homo's 
heading caught fire and gained consider- 
able headway boforo it was discovered 
late on Tuesday night. Stops wore im- 
mediately taken to extinguish tho firo by 
playing water on it, and to provide sufil- 
ciont air to enable the minors to play wa- 
ter on ihe fire and to carry ofT tho smoke 
and steam, tho air usually going up the 
level to the face, was turned into the 
heading whore the firo was and all work 
stopped in tho upper part of the level, 
and orders given for no one to go there 
to work. The flndine of the burned bo- 
dies in the level cleany shows that tho ox- 
plosion took place there. " The mon who had 
been working all Wednesday night chang- 
ed "shifts" at six o'clock on Thursday 
morning, at which time they assert posi- 
tively that no flame could bo seen in tho 
heading, and that the place was clear of 
smoko, but a little steam arose when tho 
water was playing on the hot coal. With- 
in 10 minutes after the shifts hadohttnged 
the explosion took placo, exponding it.s 
force along tho No. 10 level and into the 
main slope blowing out timher.'i and brat- 
tice and filling tho lower portion of tlm 
mine with death-dealing chuke-damp. In- 
stant measures wore taken by the inincrs 
who escaped uninjured to save those who 
were further in tho mine, with results al- 
ready published. During Thursday niglit 
and Friday morning the several exploring 
parties continued tho air along tho No. 

10 level, passed tho Home's heading 
whore the fire caught on Tuesday night, 
and about tho width of five stalln boyond 
tho canvas door, boyond which tho mine 
officials say parties wore forbidden to go, 
they found tho bodies of John Dixon and 
two Chinanion. First the body of a Chi- 
naman was found badly burned and other- 
wise sevorolyinjuredjthen aboutfivo yards 
distant tho body of John Dixon wa.s 
found badly burned and injured; whilu a 
little further in was found the body of tho 
second Chinaman almost burned to a cin- 
der and terribly bruised. Di.\on, wlio 
was a miner of great oxperiunco, was en- 
trusted with tho management of tho ap- 
pliances for convoying fresh air to and 
foul air from tho mine, but it cannot bo 
conceived for what purpose ho and hia 
assistants went beyond tho canv.as door 
oroctud at Home's heading. The fact of 
their bodies being so badly burned is con- 
sidered conclusive evidence that tho ga.s 
must havo been fired in their immediate 
proximity. Following is a correct list of

Edward Campbell, aged 2(5 years, a na- 
tive of Donegal, Ireland. Ho loaves a 
wife and one child.

Rueben Gough, aged 14 years, yotjug- 
oat son of Mrs. Elizabeth Gough, of Nan- 
aimo. 

John Hoskin, aged about 30 years, a 
native of Cornwall, England. Ho^leavc'. 
a wife and children, resident at Welling- 
ton. 

John Dixon, a native of the North of 
England, leaves a wife and six children, 
resident st Wellington. 

Four Chinamen wore also killed and 
tho bodies of throo havo been recovered. 

11 is expected tho missing body will bo 
found well up to the face of No. 10 level, 
boyond the spot where Dixon was disco- 
vered.

TBS FATAL COLUMBIA AIVSH 
SAB. 

LOBB of the Steamship (^roat nopubllo 
vrlth. Slovon Lives.

Portland, April 21.— -On Friday night, 
between the hours of 12 p.m. and 1 a.m., 
tho steamship Great Republic, Captain 
Carroll, grounded near tho lower ond of 
Sand Island while coming in. Tug boats 
were dispatched from this city to her ns- 
siatance and it was expected she would 
float off at the 11:30 a.m. high tide ; but 
this she did not do. A heavy sea prevent- 
ed the tugs rendering assistance. At si.x 
o'clock the ship was breaking up and it 
was dangerous to remain longer aboard. 
The last boat left the ship at 10:00 
o'clock Sunday morning and in going 
ashore the steering oar broke and 
tho boat, containing fourteen men, 
capsized, and all but three of them were 
drowied. Seven horflc.i reached the 
island alive. There were twontj--soven 
in all on board. The ship is lying in 
three pieces fast. Captain Carroll at- 
tributes tho cause of tho wreck to error of 
tho pilot's judgment and miscalculalion 
on his part a» to tho distance from tho 
island. Entire cargo and b.aggago is a 
total loss.

Statement of Bx. Chalfault- "vrlxo 
Tlrod. the Fatal Shot. 

San Fbancisco, April 16. -^Dr. Chal- 
faut, the dentist who aliot and killed 
Josiah Bacon last Sunday, surrendered 
himself at tho central police station at 
about six o'clock this liioriiing. He is 
very haggard and 'worn, liaviiig been, 
roaming about over tho killa in tho sub- 
urbs, and Bometimea within tho city itaelf 
sinco Sunday, almost entirely without 
food or rest. Ho haa mado a statement 
of circumstances '"onnectod with tho death 
of Jusiah Bacon to tho following effect: 
On Friday last Bacon brought suit against 
me for tho infringement of a patent, and 
subjected me to a very hard examination 
in court, and threatened to have ino com- 
mitted for contempt. I vras much exor- 
cised in mind over tho m.T.tter, and called 
at tho Baldwin Hotol Eoveral times to see 
Bacon about it. Did not find hini until 
Sunday morning about 9 o'clock. At first 
the interview proceeded tnodcrately, but 
Bacon soon changed his tone and became 
very overbearing and arrogant. Ill the 
excited stato of my feulin.;s, I drew a pis- 
tol from my pocket with a view of com- 
pelling respectful treatment, but with no 
intention of firing at hini. Harsh wot'ds 
followed, tho dispute waxed warm and in 
my excitement the pistol went ofi; how, 
I hardly know; but not with intention on 
my part.
